NOT WORTH 


By Fred Jarrett. 


When I published my B.N.A. Cat- 
alogue I was aware of three covers 
that had been mailed from Labrador 
bearing these essays and I had offer- 
ed $10.00 each for them. I felt just- 
ified in listing them used at $10.00. 
In error the printers set up the $10.00 
in the “unused” column and this was 
missed in the proofreading. This error 
has been a money-maker for auction 
firms and dealers offering these 
stamps. Costing them no more than 
50c at any time, they have taken ad- 
vantage of this error to trap the un- 
knowing into paying as much as $5.00 
each. If you want to know their true 
value, read my ad. in this number. 

At the advertised price a collector 
can hardly afford not to have them 
represented in his colletcion, but he 
must not delude himself into thinking 
he has a ten dollar stamp for fifty 
cents. When the stocks are absorbed 
collectors will pay more for them. As 
American collectors discover them 
they buy because they read “U.S.A. 
Post Office,” thus tieing them into 
U. S. Collections. 

And while we are on the subject of 
catalogue valuations, may I remark 
that I offer the minimum apology for 
this and other errors in my B.N.A. 
eatalogue, published once only, with

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The Riel “Essay” 8 rA. samson 


Louis “David” Riel was executed 
for treason at Regina, in the Prov- 
ince of Saskatchewan, on the 16th 
day of November, 1885. According to 
our ‘history books he led two rebel- 
lions against the Crown. It really isn’t 


just as simple as that, but this is a 
stamp story and not a page from Can- 
adian history. And besides I want to 
keep away, as best I can, from the 
racial and religious aspects of the 
Riel rebellions which rocked this 
country more than fifty years ago. 

In “Canadian Topics” for April, 
1943, a paragraph mentioned the so- 
called Riel stamp. In Jarrett’s 1929 
B.N.A. book, under “Essays” (No. 19) 
reference is also made to:— 


“An essay for a stamp of the 
intended new “Republic” was 
prepared by a member of Louis 
Riel’s Cabinet, and is now, we 
understand, in the possession of 
the Catholic Hierarchy, St. Bon- 
iface, Manitoba.” 


In an article in “The ‘American 
Philatelist” in 1935, Fred Jarrett 
deals at some length with the same 
subject but states he was unable to 
obtain permission for the reproduc- 
tion of a photograph. 

About a year ago I set about find- 
ing out what I could on this “Essay”. 
These notes are a short resume of 
what I have learned and I must ad- 
mit the going has been rather tough. 
That my information is inconclusive 
I freely admit. But I have found the 
subject intensely interesting, and I 
hope others will be able to add some- 
thing to the discussion. If you must 
have history with your philately, 
this is a golden opportunity. 

I am happy to be able to present a 
photo engraver’s reproduction of the 
subject of my story. One might in- 
cline to the theory that the “Essay” 
was a product of the Second Rebel- 
lion as stamps were then in more gen- 
eral use. My opinion is that if the 
“Essay” is authentic it must belong 
to the “Provisional. Government” of 
the first uprising. “77h ies 

Riel was born in Manitoba but was 


educated at Laval University in 
Montreal. He spoke both English and 
French fluently. He was a visionary 
and had at one time been confined to 
an insane asylum in Montreal. The 
degree of his insanity was a moot 
question at the time of his trial and 
for years after. Many pages of “Han- 
sard” were taken up in parliament- 
ary discusion of his trial and exe- 
cution. 
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The Riel “Essay”, considerably 
enlarged. 


The earliest governing authority 
in what is now Manitoba was “The 
Hudson’s Bay Company” which was 
originally chartered in 1670. Prior to 
the acqusition of the territorial 
rights of The Hudson’s Bay Company 
by the Dominion of Canada the rights 
of the former were allowed to lapse 
and in this short period unrest arose 
among the settlers numbering up- 
wards of twelve thousand. This was 
confined to no race or creed but was 
general among all. About this period 
Riel had returned to his home in 
Manitoba and was soon the leader 
in the discontent. Finally a ‘“Provis- 
ional Government” was set up and 
soon Riel. was elected President. All 
sections of Manitoba were represent- 
ed in the original “Council”, and an 
election was soon held to determine 
the membership in the “Assembly”. 
In the Cabinet subsequently estab- 
lished English speaking members 
were in the majority. Actually, and 
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of vast importance to my story, there 
was a Postmaster-General by the 
name of Bannantyne (probably A. G. 
T. Bannantyne). The boundaries of 
his jurisdiction may be found in the 
constitution adopted and the names 
of the postoffices to be established. 


While “Republic of Canada” ap- 
pears in both English and French 
on the “Essay” illustrated, I can find 
no mention in the references I have 
examined to a “Republic”. And yet, 
if it was anything, it was a republic. 
This is borne out by the fact that the 
Canadian government “recognized” it 
by sending representatives to treat 
with the “Provisional Government” 
for its incorporation into Canada. 
The government was in existence al- 
most a year and finally, when negoti- 
ations were completed, Riel left for 
the United States where he became a 
teacher. In 1885 a somewhat similar 
discontent arose in Saskatchewan 
and a deputation went to the United 
States and induced Riel to return. 
At first he was moderate but delay 
fomented outright rebellion which 
finally resulted in the executon of 
Riel. The second rebellion had little 
foundation on any government or 
constitution and Riel’s actual op- 
position to the Dominion government 
was short lived. 

Taking the first uprising as my 
best bet for the “Essay” I have found 
no reference to either the issuing or 
projected issuing of stamps. I must 
acknowledge, however, that the con- 
stitution of the first “Provisional 
Government” which I examined was 
in admittedly abbreviated form. Nor 
have I been able to find any actual 
connection between the “Essay” illus- 
trated and Riel’s government. Jarrett 
speaks in fairly positive terms in an 
authoritative journal—‘The. Ameri- 
can Philatelist”, though his story is 
devoid of a single reference. 

Evidently there are, or were, five 
specimens of the “Essay” known. It 
is said to exist in three colors, two of 
which are black and red—not unusual 
if it is a genuine “Essay”. 

My thanks are tendered especially 
to H. Warren K. Hale of Montreal 
for help and suggestions, also to 
Lionel Lapointe and A. H. Vincent, of 
Montreal, Ed.

HARMER, ROOKE SALE OF CANADIAN 


On January 13th an important sale of 
Canadian stamps was held by Harmer, 
Rooke & Co., in New York, a lange part of 


the offerings being from the collection of 
the late John Kay of Detroit. Our scout 
reports seeing several Canadian specialists 
and others present whose names are fam- 
iliar to Popular Stamps readers. Among 
them were A. L. Brophey and J. C. Rosen- 
baum, of Montreal, L. A. Davenport and J. 
N. Sissons, Toronto; Henry Gates of Al- 
liance, Ohio; E. W. Miller and L. D. Shoe- 
maker, of Lakewood, Ohio; Dr. Day and 
L. C. Firth of Pittsburg; Ed. Richardson of 
Ithaca, N.Y.; Dr. Richardson. of Detroit, 
and Jack Levine, secretary of the new B. 
N.A. Society. New York. 

J. N. Sissons, of Toronto, was a large 
buyer and among others items brought 
home a beautiful block of 20 of the 8c 
register at $490.00. But the high spot of 
the sale was a 12p black, large margins, 
superb, stated by the auctioneer to be the 
finest copy offered by auction for several 
years. This item went for $2,600.00. Briefly 
a few other prices were: 

Fine copes of 3p beavers, laid paper, 
brought $15.50, $16.50, $17.50 and $18.00 
each. Fine stamps generally, throughout, 
brought over catalogue. A 6p violet, laid, 
went at $59.00 and two others at $48.00 
each. 10p superb and fine, to mention a 
few, went at $81.00, $72.00, $60.00 and 
$45.00. Very fine 14p, 1857, went at $27.00, 
$28.00, $29.00; 74%4p fine brought $63.00, 
$36.00. 

Another nice buy made by Sissons was 
a block of 20 of the lc brown red large 
cents at $355.00. A block of 12 of the lic 
orange small cents brought $150.00. 1897 
Jubilee (mint) dollars, for very fine went: 
$2 at 28.00, $31.00: $3 at $25.00; $4 at 
$33.00; $5 at $26.00. A 2c carmine booklet 
pane of 6, with cover, very fine o.g., cat. 
90b at $35.00 brought $65.00—all of which 
foregoing shows a healthy market for pop- 
ular Canadian items.

Thursday, February 3rd, a “mail- 
omat’—coin-operated slot machine 
post-office, was unveiled at Station 
B, Ottawa, by Postmaster General 
Wm. P. Mulock. As this news broke 
while P.S. is being printed there is 
only room and time for this brief 
mention in a late forme, to which we 
add the following from G. R. L. Pot- 
ter, Ottawa: 

“Local philatelists—those interest- 
ed in meter mail, at least—were taken 
by surprise yesterday when a mail- 
omat was inaugurated in the lobby 
of the main post office here for gen-- 
eral service. 

The meter number is 51010, and I 
ascertained, on inquiry today, that a 
total of only 1457 pieces went through 
the machine yesterday. As many of 
these were purely of a ‘publicity’ 
nature (all members of the House and 
Senate, for example, received circu- 
lars), and will almost certainly be 
destroyed, ‘first-days’ of this meter 
should be rather scarce items. I un- 
derstand that the great majority of 
items bore three and four cent post- 
age, but there were one of two air 
mails.”

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AIRGRAPHS NOT SO NEW 


During the Franco-German war of 
1870-71 when Paris was surrounded 
it is interesting to note how pigeon 
post was carried on between Paris 
and the outside world. “Letters in- 
tended for this novel mode of trans- 
mission had to be sent to the head- 
quarters of the French Post-office at 
Tours, where, it is understood, they 
were all copied in consecutive order, 
and by a process of photography 
transferred in a wonderfully reduced 
form to a diminutive piece of very 
thin paper, such as a pigeon could 
carry, the photographie process being 
repeated on their arrival in Paris, 
for the purpose of obtaining a larger 
impression. There were essential con- 
ditions that these letters should be 
posted open without cover or envel- 
ope, and that they should be register- 
ed; that they should be restricted to 
twenty words; that they should be 
written in French in clear and intel- 
ligible language, and that they should 
relate solely to private affairs, and 
contain no allusion either to war or 
to politics. The charge was 5d for
